Mr. Chairman, Mrs. Halstead and Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to present my Annual Report on the Health 
and Sanitary Conditions of Barrowford, in respect of the year 
ending 3lst December, 1968. The general lay-out and contents 
are in accordance with the requirements of the Ministry of Health. 


The estimated mid-year population now stands at 46590, an 
increase of 10 over the previous year. My predecessor's remarks 
concerning the birth rate over the years must have had a powerful 
effect as in 1968 the figure was easily the highest in the area 
and well above the national average. The death rate was also 
higher than usual and the year ended with an excess of just one 
birth over deaths. 


There were no outbreaks of serious infectious diseases during 
iieevyear, and nearly all the notifications received were for 
measles. The people are now benefiting tremendously from all 
the advances that have been made in the control, by immunization, 
OL infectious diseases, and it is essential that we do not relax 
our efforts to maintain this satisfactory position. 


I have now been in the area long enough to be able to look 
around and take stock. One of the things which is noticeable in 
Barrowtord is the absence of any bungalows for the elderly, despite 
the considerable demand for such accommodation. Such a develop- 
ment, especially if supervised by a warden under the County scheme, 
would be a great asset and would fill a considerable need. The 
number or elderly in the Community is increasing all the time and 
one has to make plans with this fact constantly in mind. 
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I would like to take this opportunity to express my 
appreciation of the work put in by Mr. Morris in compiling the 
PuteeOt unis report, and indeed for all his good work during 
the year, and my thanks to the Health Committee for their interest 
and support in the work of the Department.

For the third successive year the Registrar General's 
estimate of the population showed an increase of 10, making it 
4,690. This was the largest estimate since 1959 which was

Live Births: 

The small number of live births registered in 1966 (fifty) 
was followed in 1967 by an increase of 19 and in 1968 by a 
further increase to 8&6. This is the largest number of births 
Ever recorded in recent years and is considerably above the 
National average. 


Included in the 1968 live births were 7 illegitimate births 
which amounted to 8.1% of the total births. This was 2 births 
or 0.9% more of the total live births than in the previous year. 
In the period 1961-66 inclusive there was an annual average of 
4} illegitimate births. 


The increased number of live births gave a Crude Live 
Birth Rate of 18.4% per 1000 population, an increase of 3./ per 
1000 on the 1967 figure and the highest rate ever recorded. 


With the Comparability Factor the same as in the previous 
year at 1.25, the Adjusted Live Birth Rate in 1968 was 23.0 per 
1000 population, an incresse of h.6 per 1000 on the 1967 figure. 
For comparison the Adjusted Birth Rates for Nelson Municipal 
Borough and Burnley County Borough, and England and Wales as a 
whole were 18.1, 17.67 and 16.9 per 1000 population respectively. 
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For the fourth successive year there were no still births 
registered. The National Still Birth Rate was 14.3 per 1000 
total (live and still) births, and in Nelson it was 16.0 per 
1000. 


Deaths 


85 deaths (43 males and l.2 females) were registered in 
1968. This was an increase of 18 on the 1967 total. The Crude 
Death Rate was 18.2 per 1000 population, an incre:ce of 4.9 per 
1000 on the previous year. The average for the 10 year period 
1957-66 was 17.2 per 1000 population. 


A Comparability Factor of 0.80 gave an Adjusted Death Rate 
of 15.3 per 1000 in 1968. This was 3-9 per 1000 more than the 
1967 rate. The mean Adjusted Rates for each of the previous 
periods 1962-66 and 1957-61 were 14.3 and 15.6 per 1000 respect- 
ively. For external comparison I give the following Adjusted 
DEath Rates for other Authorities and England and Wales; Nelson 
Municipal Borough 14.1; Burnley County Borough 1l..73 and the 
National Rate 11.9 per 1000 population. 


infant Mortality 


Two infant deaths were registered during 1968, both over 
4. weeks of age, and this gives an infant mortality rate of 23.2. 
Although this is above the national average (18.0) this year, it 
has been low for the past few years eog. in 1967 there was 1 
death and none at all in the previous two years. These small 
figures are not statistically significant when taken in isolation, 
but have to be averaged over a good many years.

The responsibility for the care of the aged in their own homes 
belongs to the Lancashire County Council as the Health Authority 
rer, your District. Under the Divisional Scheme the specially 
appointed Welfare Organiser co-operates with representatives and 
officers of all statutory and voluntary bodies and organisations 
concerned with this aspect of Public Health. 


Your Council, supported by a Voluntary Aid Committee and by an 
arrangement between your Autnority and the neighbouring Borough of 
Nelson, also provides a Welfare Scheme for the aged which is 
supplementary to that provided by the County Council. 


Tete eerene provides for one of the Welfare Workers employed 
Dy the Borough of Nelson to devote her full-time to welfare of the 
aged in Barrowford. Her work, which consists of visiting the 
aged in their own homes, doing their shopping, collecting pensions 
ana Other errands is greatly appreciated, and it is pleasing to 
Pepors, that 5,542 visits were made in this connection during the 
year. 


During the year a Meals on Wheels Service continued to operate. 
This supplies meals to aged persons, and from 15 to 20 meals per 
day are distributed on Tuesdays and Thursdays. The meals are 
provided by a local firm and are distributed by the local Branch 
of the Womens Royal Voluntary Services whose members do this work 
on a duty-roster basis. 


Alos there is an Aged Persons' Luncheon Club run by Barrowford 
Aged Persons' Welfare Scheme. This provides 25 - 30 mid-day meals 
on Wednesdays and Fridays. The members are over 75 years of age 
and the meals are provided in the Canteen of a local Textile firm. 


an Aged Persons' Social Club in Barrowford is situated at 
Park Hill and run by the Old Age Pensioners’ Association with some 
assistance from your Council.

TUBERCULOSIS SERVICE 


The Chest Clinic for the area is situated at the Marsden 
Hospital, Burnley, to which known, and suspected cases of Tuberculosis 
are rererred by medical practitioners. Patients are also visited 
in their own homes by Health Visitors of the Lancashire County 
Council Health Division No. 6. The Health Visitors work in 
co-operation with the Chest Clinic and advise on the care and after 
care of patients.

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WATER _SUPPLY 


The North Calder Water Board, is the statutory water under- 
taker for the Barrowford Urban District and the surrounding 
districts. The Moorland gathering grounds covering an area of 
5,000 acres, feed the Board's five storage reservoirs which have 
a combined capacity of 410 million galions. In addition two 
boreholes have a potential of over a million gallons per day. 
There are three conservation reservoirs with a combined capacity 
Slee oo m2 20n’ gallons and three service reservoirs which contain 
aimost 12 million gallons. 


There are three water treatment plants situated at Barley, 
Caldwell and Laneshaw where all rain water is filtered and 
chlorinated before going into supply. The area of supply is 
Benedeaccoraqing to locality and altitude to utilise the available 
feao @t water from the service reservoirs. 


During the year water was supplied to an estimated population 
of almost 70,000 whose average daily consumption for domestic 
purposes was 39.8 gallons. In addition water supplied for 
manufacturing and trade purposes represented the equivalent of 
over 11.82 gallons per person per day. The quantity of water 
supplied per day on average was over 3% million gallons. 


Throughout the year the water supply has been satisfactory 
in both quality and guantity. Rain water was submitted by the 
Board for bacteriological examination on 49 occasions and for 
chemical examination on 5 occasions when every sample gave a 
satisfactory result. Of the 143 samples of treated water 
examined for bacteriological quality on behalf of the Board, all 
but four gave satisfactory results whilst all the 5 samples for 
chemical analyses gave satisfactory results. The waters are not 
plumbo - solvent in action and the fluoride content of the main 
supply is not known. 


Any new properties built during the year have been connected 
to a main supply. Ten existing properties have bcen connected 
to the main on the guarantee scheme. 


TABLE OF SAMPLES FOR BACTERIOLOGICAL ANALYSIS 
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The whole of your area with the exception of farms and a 
number of houses in the more rural parts, is drained and sewered, 
and there is e natural gravitation to the Sewage Works which are 
Situated in the low-lying district to the south west of the area. 

The treatment consists of autoriatic screening, detritus tanks, 
settling tanks, percolating filters and humus tanks, the final 
effluent from the works being discharged into Pendle Water which 
flows past the Works.

Prevalence of, and Control over, Infectious Diseases 
The total notifications received during the year was 25 as 
follows:- Scarlet Fever 2, Measles 22 and Infective Jaundice l. 


The total incidence rate of notifiable diseases was 5.33 per 
1,000 of population compared with 1.07 per 1,000 in 1967. 


Incidence rates for the various notifiable diseases are shown 
in a Table following and for comparison these rates are also shown 
for England and Wales as a whole. 


Two patients suffering from notifiable diseases were admitted 
to hospital during the year. Hospital accommodation for such cases 
is provided by the Burnley and District Hospital Management Committee 
at Marsden Hospital, Burnley. 


In accordance with Standard Practice the Public ltlealth Depart- 
Meruee2a 5%¢ follow up of notifications, supplied free disinfectant 
Were Pequared and also carried out the terminal disinfection of 
rooms and bedding etc. The disinfection of rooms by formalin spray 
or vapour, and bedding and clothing by steam, is only undertaken 
when requested. Steam disinfection is arranged through the Public 
Health Department at Burnley who carry out the work on a payment 
basis, as and when required.
